PHILIPPINES FULL OF

students, 14,000 of whom refused 
to attend classes, and indulged in 
serious rioting.

The 
trouble to-day caused the police to 
order all available reserves to the 
centres of the riots.

ITS HISTORY AND ITS FUTURE 
(Continued from yeaterday.) 


In a part of the world where 
the unexpected so often happens it 
ig not safe ta prophesy or dog- 
matize regarding the future, but 
the opinion of an old resident, who 
has watched the development of 
Port Edward from: a small fishing 
village to its present size and 
prosperous conditon, might be 
given for what it is worth. The 
stoty of the prosperity of Weihai- 
wel is the story df moat free ports 
contiguous: to territory where im- 
port and export duties are levied. 
The reason is not far to seek and, 
other things being equal, the 
heavier the taxation on the aide of 
boundary line, the greater the 
prosperity on the other. Prosperity 
based on such foundations might 
fairly be deseribed as artificial. A 
glance at the map should convince 
an unbiased mind that the geogra- 
phical position of Wel-hai-wel, as a 
Port—near the extreme end of the 
Shantung Promontory and backed 
by .a mountainous , hinterland—is 
unfavourable: that in competition 
with Chefoo on the one side, with 
Tsingtao and its railway on the 
other, both nearer to the produc- 
ing centres of the Province, tha 
prospects of the local trader are 
very doubtful: and that retroces- 
sion might easily spell commercial 
disaster. Gui bono: Following 
rendition and the establishment of 
a Customs: HouseqNanking will ac- 
quire some “face, but apparently 
little else: two-thirds of our trade 
will probably disappear: hundreds 
will be thrown dit of employment: 
General Liu, all-powerful in ‘these 
parts but doubtful friend of Nan- 
king, who has done: -his best to 
squeeze Chefoo dry, will be only too 
pleased to have at his disposal ‘80 
ripe a plum for similar pressure:

Outlined 


CONTROL OF PORTS 

Quite a special interest attached this 
year to the annual dis¢ussion on the 
catimates of the. Department for the 
Merehant Marine which took place in 
the Chamber of Deputies, because of 
the presence of the first Minister placed 
at the head of that- Department in the 
annals of French politics, The specch 
that was delivered by the Minister, M 
Louis Rollin, ‘noreavar, “constituted a 
comprehensive oa het) of, the policy} .. 
to be followed’ By the “French. Govern- 
ment in connection with ‘shipping and 
shipbuilding, 

The most striking note of the dis. 
cussion was the unanimous satisfaction 
expressed by deputies at the creation 
of the Ministry .for the Merchant 
Marine, and the encouragement given 
by members of all parties, as well ag 


by the French Press, to the new Minis- : 


ter, for the successful execution of his 
dificult task., 


It is noteworthy that when tho 
under scerctariat pfor the Merchant 
Marine was suppreqsed by Mr. Poincare 
in 1926, the department in charge of 
the planning and execution of pirt .ex- 
tension and upkeep’ Works was placed 


, | under the direct control of the Minister 


tor Public Works, who also controls inv 
land navigation, railways, etc. Up to 
the present, the new, Minister for the 
Merchant Marine has to supervise only 
the shipping and shipbuilding indus- 
tries, also the interests of seamen. It 
is, however, tho intention of M. Andra 
Tardicu, the Prime Minister, to place 
the control of seaports under the admin- 
istration of the Minister for the Mer- 
chant Marine, and M. Rollin announced 
In the Chamber of Deputics that a draft 
bill would bo tabled shortly to that 
effect. This decision of the French 
Government to provide a co-ordinated | 
shipping policy, was Approved by most

dorsed when it comes up for discussion

TROUBLE OVER INCIDENT AT 
TSINGTAO CONCESSION 


PROTEST TO CONSUL ‘ 


Canton, Monday. 

An occurrence which promises to 
rogult in diplomatic complications, 
took place at Tsingtao, when a 
Chinese named Lau Chup-mun, in 
the employment of a Japanese, was 

_ early last February arrested by the 
Japanese police on an alleged 
charge Of larceny. 

It will be recalled that ever since 
the rendition of Tsingtao in 1922, 
the Japanese have maintained 9 
police station within their Consulate 
and established police boxes in the 
vicinity, while Japancse police 
patrol different points. The Chinese 
Government had opened negotia; 
tions for the withdrawal of the 
Japanese potice but without effect. 

In view of these circumstances, 
the Municipal Kuomintang party at 
Taingtao has sent a despatch to the 
iocal Municipality to protest to the 
Japanese Consul against such acy 
tion, and to petition the National 
Government to negotiate with the 
Japanese Legation for the removal 
of the police station.—Canton News 
Agency.

Hig Excellency’s Address 

Hig Excellency addressed 
gathering us fallowsi— 

It Ja only a few days ago that As 
was speuking to the baya of the 
other great Hong Kong Government 
acHaal, I mean Queen's College, at 
their annual prize distribution, and 
it Is.almost Impossible to avoid 
comparisons and contrasts between 
the older and the younger institu- 
tion—the’ one with its traditions to 
five up to} the other with its tradi- 
tions to ereate.- You have been in 
existence as King's College for only 
just over three years, and in that 
time you have more than doubled 
your numbers until, as the -head 
master has painted out, you have 
now reached the maximum number 
can hold, namely 940, 
But you must not forget that you 
have material advantages which 
Queen's Colleve cannot offer, Queen’s 
College prospers in spite of its sur- 
roundings; you, on the other hand, 
have one of the finest school build- 
ings in the East, fitted almost re- 
gardiess of cost with everything 
which the heart uf the most.modern 
educational enthusiast can desire. 

"An Air Of Modernism 

There is an nir of modernism 
about King’s College ‘ whish must 
inspire enthusiasm, You cannot 
work in thls fine new building with- 
out being infected with that spirit 
of progress of which your Head 
Master is a Hving embodiment, and 
your school buildings a conerete 
example,. I was, therefore, not 
surprised to learn that, of your four 
University students of this year, 
one has taken medicine and one 
‘specialised chemistry. The bops 
who study science in your splendidly 
equipped laboratories have oppor- 
tunities of which they should be 
quick to take advantage, and the 
Government will be disappointed if 
King’s College does not turn out 
men who will put to practizal use for 
the benefit of Hong Kong and China 
generally the opportunities they 
have beén given In their school. 

A Practical Spirit 

L have very pleasant recollections 
of a visit J paid to King’s College a 
year or more ago when I, came to 
ace you all at work, I: vas very 
struck then with the practical spirit 
which seemed to pervade the school,’ 
and in the Head Master's record of 
your activities I am glad to find the 
correctness of my impression con- 
firmed. Your woodwork class is a 
most encouraging feature. It has 
often been sald that Chinese doys, 
though ‘willing enough to learn from 
books, are none too ready to soil 
their hands with practical work. 
You are out to show that this 
criticism is unjust, and I con- 
gratulate you on your, efforts, I 
hope you will extend your activities 
in technizal subjects, for there is 
much to, be learned at the bench 
which you cannot learn from books 
alone.

Causes of Atheism and 
Non-Belief ' 


FALLACIOUS DOCTRINES 

In a tecture to the Theoso- 
phical Society, Hong Kong Lodge, 
Mr. EB, H. Othen sald, in part:— 

Modern civilisation is concern- 
ed princ{pally with the rush and 
bustle, the necessities, and the 
amusements, of this physical lif. 
Hence, perhaps, the prevalence of 
the idea that a belief in God, or 
anything of a spiritual nature, {s 
evidence of a second rate intel- 
lect and/or ari over-developed 
emotional system.’ This attitude 
of mind is expressed in, three 
ways, firstly a3 atheiam, which {3 
a total disbelief in God or any- 
thing of a spiritual nature; second- 
ly, 03 agnosticlam which is the 
belief that humanity is too micro- 
scopic, too unintelligent, to know 
whether thee is or ia not a God; 
thirdly, “bulterflyism.” which ts 
evidenced by a persistent refusal 
to think about anything whatever 
except “having a good time” as 
the phrase goes. Time, and a few 
“hard knocks,” are the best cures 
for this Intter attitude of mind, 
but the sufferer from atheism or 
agnosticism 
seeker after truth who has tem- 
porarily “gone off the rails” so 
to speak. . 

“Sensism” 

‘The commonest cause of 
deninl of the reality © 
what may best be 
“sensism’—the belief that all 
human knowledge originates from, 
and is bounded by, tha senses, 
The orgument'is that, since the 
Senses cannot “see” therefore he 
does not exist—or If He does 
exist, there is no way of proving 
Him to the human . intelligence: 
Sensism leads inevitably to 
materialism, for since the senses 
can contact only material objects 
Cie, matter), it would necessari- 


ly follow that matter Is the first 


gause of all knowledge. 

That the doctrines of sensism 
and materialism are fallacious 
may be.proved to the unprejudic- 
ed mind in two ways, one prac- 
tical, the other by reasoning. 
The practical demonstration is 
the work of the Psychical Re- 
search Societies and of the vari- 
ous Spiritualistic organisations. 
Psychical research does not, of 
course, attempt to prove the real- 
ity of God—that is beyond its 
scope—but if has undoubtedly de- 
monstrated that there is some 
kind of existence after death, and 
that thought can be transmitted 
from one mind to the other with- 
out the aid of the known sense 
channels. I do not claim that all 
that is taught in the name of 
Spiritualism is true—much less 
than “nll” is necessary to under- 
mine the dogma of materialism, 


Definition of Matter 


The fallacy of the materialis- 
tic conception of the Universe is, 
I think. capable of being proved 
by reason somewhat along the fol- 
lowing lines, - Matter, it is said, 
is Everything That Is—all that we 
know as human consciousness, 
thought, emotion, and so on, arise 
out of .matter. Moreover they 
must receive their power to arise 
out of matter from matter itself. 


This ia tantamount'to saying that 


matter-has power to act of itself. 
Againgt this we can point out 
that it has been the universal ob- 
servation of all humanity that 
matter Is passive—it is that 
which is acted upon, having no 
power. to act of itself alone, 
Hence, if all things “arise from, 
and return to, matter, the power 
which enables them to do so must 
necessarily come from a source 
outside matter. This power (ac- 
tive cause) is what most of us 
mean by “God.” | 

Another common cause of athe- 


‘ism and agnosticism is to be 


found in a form . of philosophy 
sometimes known as “empiriciem.” 


‘Empiricism, in 2 nutshell, is the 
theory that all human’ knowledge || 


is the result of experience. . If 
this theory were ‘true, it would be 
impossible to know directly any. 
thing not of the physical universo
